In last Account ended 5th January 1825, the Accountants claimed credit for several sums, 
amounting to four hundred and sixty-nine pounds nineteen shillings and one penny halfpenny, as 
repayments of Tonnage Duties, which sums were then admitted in consequence of being supported 
by what appeared to be regular receipts. On examining the present Account, Our attention was 
directed to the state of the balance, in which the Accountants had introduced the above sum for 
the purpose of reconciling the balance as struck by them at foot of their Account, with this explana- 
tion annexed, “ Due James Lewis, for sundry Accounts passed not yet paid ; ” from which it 
appeared to Us that said balance must be erroneous ; in consequence of this impression, We 
directed our inspector-general to address the following quere to Mr. Lewis : “ Are not these sums 
“ charged in the body of the Account, and if so, why taken credit for before being paid ? ” to which 
the following explanation was returned: “ In the year 1824, the different merchants trading to 
“ London and Liverpool made a demand on the Ballast Corporation for overcharges since Novem- 
“ ber 1823, at which time an Act passed making all vessels trading to or from any port in Great 
“ Britain chargeable only as coasters, amounting to four hundred and sixty-nine pounds nineteen 
“ shillings and one penny halfpenny ; the corporation would not accede thereto, unless they knew 
« whether your Board would allow said repayments in their annual Account. I was then directed 
« to apply for information from your office, which see my letter to secretary dated 7th January 1 825, 
« receiving for answer, that the Board would not give any opinion thereon until the Accounts came 
“ regularly before them. In consequence, the merchants came to an agreement with the corpora- 
« tion to give me a receipt for the different sums to be paid them, if allowed ; but if not, they 
“ would take other steps for the recovery ; and for which receipts I passed them my notes, and in 
« fact became liable to the debt, but did not lift the money out of the corporation fund in bank 
« un til they were paid ; when the Accounts were returned and allowed, I then paid them and lifted 
« my notes, as may be seen from private documents now sent in.” 

From the above statement, the great irregularity of this transaction must appear obvious ; We- 
have therefore disallowed this sum so improperly taken credit for without having been paid ; but as 
it appears by documents now sent in to this office, that the said sum was actually paid to the 
respective parties in the months of June and July 1826, the Accountants will be entitled to credit 
for so much in their Account for the year ended 5th January 1827.

PARTICULARS of the SOCIETY’S ESTATES, PROPERTY and FUNDS:. 



The Society have a piece of ground in Kildare-street, purchased free from annual rent, from the 
late Luke White, esq. for the sum of £. 1,853, l ate I r ‘ s h currency, on a lease of lives, renewable for 
150 years, from the year 1796. 

They have another piece of ground, which is held from Colonel White, under a lease for 900 
years from 1824, at an annual rent of £. 1 10, late Irish currency ; this piece of ground is immediately 
adjoining the former, and upon those premises they have erected a large school-house and suitable 
buildings for various offices which the operations of the society require, and wherein the general 
business of the institution is transacted. 

The society in the year 1823 took the house, No. 2, Kildare-place, contiguous to their premises, 
at a rent of £. 130, late currency, per annum, without fine, and with a clause of surrender, where 
schoolmistresses sent up from the country to their female model school for instruction, are 
boarded and lodged ; part of the premises serve for storage of their stock of printed books, &c. 

They have also at the rear of these premises a house, held from Colonel White, at £. 22. 15s. 
late Irish currency, per annum, with a clause of surrender. 

The society is 'also in possession of £. 210 late Irish currency, being £.193. 16s. British four per 
cent. Government stock, purchased with a legacy from the late W. P. Lefanu, esq. 

The society is in receipt of annual subscriptions and occasional donations, these appeal - in the 
foregoing Account. 

It is necessary to observe that the funds of the society are subject to a charge exceeding several 
thousand pounds for grants actually made for the assistance of country schools, though not yet 
issued. 

There are also some small accounts outstanding which were not furnished or paid within the 
year, therefore could not be included in the foregoing Account. 

Besides the properties before mentioned, and the Cash Balance in favour of the Public as 
already stated, the society possesses some trifling articles of stationery and coals for the use of the 
society, and a variety of school requisites, paper and books, for the purpose of sale and distribution, 
valued as follows :

This difference has arisen out of the same circumstances which compelled Us to add to the 
Charge of Accountants the sum of two thousand two hundred and seventy-five pounds, in the 
Account ending 5th January 1826, viz An issue made to Sir C. Flint, for the purpose of remu- 
nerating services performed by Mr. Lascelles, in the Record Department in London. This sum 
will of course be allowed in any subsequent account, on the production of vouchers proving the 
expenditure. Our attention has been directed to the price paid for coals in the present Account, 
being at the very high rate of one pound thirteen shillings and two-pence per ton, including the 
carriage ; from our own experience, we could not feel ourselves justified in allowing such a price 
to be taken credit for without an expression of our opinion of its extravagance, and the reply 
furnished to Us, on a communication with the secretary of the Commissioners of Records on this 
subject, has not convinced Us that a proper attention to economy would not have obviated the 
necessity of these observations.

In the certificate furnished to Us from the Treasury of monies issued to the General Agent of 
Constabulary Police for service of the year ended 31st December 1825, We find him debited with 
the sum of £. 230. 2 s. id. more than has been given credit for in the Account. 

On our requiring an explanation why this difference should exist, We have been informed by the 
general agent that this amount had been issued for the purpose of paying pensions to superan- 
nuated constables for the half year ended the 31st December 1825, and he alleged, as the reason 
why no notice had been taken of it in the present Account was, that from the conversation he had 
with the chief secretary at the time the arrangement was made, he was under an impression that it 
was not the intention of the Government to include these sums in the Account. 

We are not, however, able to perceive any sufficient reason why this issue should not have been 
credited to the Public ; the purpose for which it had been issued having been indisputably a part of 
the expenditure of the Constabulary Police Establishment for the year, and taking this view of the 
subject. We have debited the Account with die difference above alluded to. 

Few subjects have been discovered requiring observation from Us, in the auditing the Account of 
the Constabulary Police for this year ; the expenditure has been provided for under the orders of 
the chief or under secretary, made on estimates furnished monthly for that purpose; and all 
charges, not immediately recognized by the established regulations, are supported by special orders 
issued for the particular case, and similarly authenticated. 

In deference to the intimation contained in the observations of Government on the last Report of 
this Board, dated 31st July 1826, the charges for postage in the county pay-lists have been ad- 
mitted on the affidavit of the pay-clerks and certificate of the provincial inspector, without requir- 
ing bills or receipts from the paymasters, which have, however, in many instances, been forwarded. 
And adverting to the same communication, the payments for the purchase of horses have been 
admitted on the certificates of the veterinary surgeon and provincial inspector (being also included 
in the affidavit of the pay-clerk), with the exception of the province of Munster, from which receipts 
have been transmitted : the maximum of £. 25 for a horse has been invariably charged. 

The baronial pay-lists have been superseded by a general one for each county, by which some 
complication and consequent chance of error has been avoided; the change commenced with the 
year. 

Our attention was called to an expense incurred in the Account of the inspector-general of 
Munster for stationery ; in two instances the charges appeared to Us excessive, and with a view to 
prevent its repetition, We pointed out our objections to the general agent, who disclaimed all 
control on such expenditures.

The annual audit of the Accounts of the Infirmaries of Counties and Hospitals of Public or Royal 
Foundation, provided for by the 46th Geo. 3, c. 95, being repealed by the 52d Goo. 3. c.52, the 
Commissioners of Public Accounts, in the exercise of the discretion confided to them by the 15th section 
«f the last recited Act, have confined their annual audit to the accounts of those hospitals and 
infirmaries which are situated 'in cities and towns corporate, as the funds entrusted to their manage- 
ment are in most instances permanent, and of considerable magnitude ; but the funds of the infirmaries 
1 counties being in general limited to voluntary subscriptions from individuals, and sums presented 
by grand juries at assizes, before whom the respective treasurers are obliged to account, and the 
Board of Accounts convinced from experience that no benefit proportioned to the trouble given to 
the accountants, who render their services gratuitously, or to the labour of the office audit, has 
resulted to the Public from the annual examination of these accounts, have determined to discontinue 
such annual audit; but have desired that the accounts required by the 46th Geo. 3, c.95, should be 
fansmitted annually to their office, that the Board, if they should see any occasion, or should be 
required by Government, may examine them. 

The county infirmaries receive of public money only the sum of £. 92. 6 s. id. annually, which 
oy the 5th Geo. 3, c. 20, is appropriated to the payment of the surgeon’s salary.
